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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kloba does not teach or 
suggest a server cache, and the server only stores the hash. 

The Office respectively disagrees. 

In coi.23, 1. 8-20, and Fig. 1 J, Kloba discloses that the transformation information is cached on the server, and moreover, it will be more 
efficient for the server to transform the object to a form that is more suitable for use by the client, this transformation is performed by the 
web synchronization module in the server (Kloba, col. 23, 1.31-33). In addition, for the best performance, the web synchonization module 
also performs the hash operation, as the consequence, if the object content is new, the server then sends the new object to the client 
(Kloba, col. 24, 1. 65-67). In response to applicant's argument that the server cache is not being defined in the specification; only backside 
cache, and front side cache are defined, but which are not server cache. 

Therefore, Kloba does disclose the server translating the particluar media object into a copy having said determined format (that is, 
transforms the object into a form that is suitable for the client). And storing the copy having said determined format in a server cache 
(that is a content related hash value - the transaction code, in the cache, col. 23, 1.13-15). 
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
